Rev. J. A. Burnt, the eloquent 
preacher principal <'t' Oneida 
Academy, preached nt the Pint 
Baptist Church <>n Sunday and

"The Evolution of a Raftsman." 
It wan full <>f vivid description and 
thrilling passage*. According to 
his exposition of his subject Clay 
County ia M druined by the 
streams whioh make the beautiful 
Smith Fork of thf Kentucky River 
that the natural ideal for the 
Clay county hoy is to learn the 
river and be' able to navigate it on 
the great rafts which are brought 
<lown to the lower markets. Every 
portion of this fertile section is 
•watered by the South Fork and by 
Red Bird, Bullskin and Goose 
Oeek, which unite at Oneida to 
form that stream. The mountain 
hoy of that section has, as the 
highest ideal of his life, to be able 
to navigate the dangerous narrows 
»jelow Oneida with a raft in the 
night time. 

Prof. Burns himself is a skilled 
.raftsman, and. in his earlier davs, 
though he is now only 82 years old. 
made many trips from the upper 
waters of the tributaries of the 
South Fork to Frankfort with 
large rafts of logs. He knows 
<fvery foot of the Kentucky F.iver 
and with the skill of the master 
pilot can avoid its danger points. 
His description of the raft with 
its human freightage bounding out 
upon the tide and by giant 
strength an superb skill being 
guided off the rocks and bars was 
a most thrilling one. It was pa- 
thetic to hear his story of the 
mountain boy's first experience in 
Frankfort when, his logs sold, he 
came in to spend his money for 
the liquor which crazed his brain 
and for the pistol which made him 
in time an accomplished feudist. 
He described the humble moun- 
tain cabin in which these thrilling 
stories were told in the hearing of 
the boys and how their ambitions 
were fired for eminence in the 
same sort of life. 

fuming from this aspect of his 
• adhjWl he told of the great work 
being done by the Oneida Baptist 
Institute. In a passage of wonder* 
■ fu' eloquence he pictured the 
\iream of the future which came 
to him one day in the early dawn, 
when, with no eye t" pity and no 
SUB) to help save that of his God, 
he laid, all alone, the corner-stone 
of the first of the liiiildiiigs now 
on the ample an noble campus. 
Instead of a raftsman, consigned 
to a life of grinding poverty and 
appalling dangers, he dreamed of 
prosperous farmers, tilling the 
•oil and raising all kinds of fruits 
and grains. He dreamed of a 
higher manhood for his people, a 
spiritual manhood which would 
not only furnish Kentucky with 
one of its noblest types of citizen- 
ship, but which would furnish the 
world of missions with a hardy 
•Christian manhood which would 
stand back at no danger and brave 
•deserts, seas and savages to take 
the religion of Christ to the most 
distant part of the world. Prof. 
Bums is through and through a 
missionary. The narrowness and 
ignorance of indifference and op- 
position to the mission enterprise 
stands rebuked by the very subtle 
influence which goes out from his 
consecrated personality. 

A large audience was present to 
hear him notwithstanding the ex- 
treme heat.

Concluding "The College Ath- 
lete." in the July McClnre's, 
Henry Beach Needham makes fur- 
ther revelations of the trickery and 
dishonesty which commercialism 
fosters in undergraduate sport 
Baseball plaveri come in for the 
same attention the football stars 
received in the first paper and. lie- 
cause it is easier for a ball player 
to turn his skill into a surrepti- 
tious source of income, the condi- 
tions are worse with the ball nines 
than with 1 he elevens. 

It is a startling story Mr. Need- 
ham has to tell of these young 
men practising in their college 
days all the wiles of the bribe- 
giver ami the bribe-taker: 

1 "Few players could I onvioted 

I in a court of law," he says, "on 
the cbaige of receiving money, or 

its equivalent, for playing ball. 
It is easier to convict a legislator 
I of bribe-taking— yes. t he attorney 
lor the big corporation of hribe- 
' giving — than to convict a college 
I gentleman of evading the rules 
(he is pledged to live up to, and of 
taking money. *' 

This is a strong statement, but 
that it is within the facts Mr. 
Needham 's narrative proves be- 
yond any doubt, for his story is 
one of specific instances and he 
never fails to name the men, the 
time, and the place. 

For all the evils he Bhows up 
the writer is far from pessimistic. 
"It is true beyond question," he 
says, "the conditions have been 
far worse than they are to-day. " 
He puts the blame upon the spirit 
t hat makes a business of winning, 
of winning at any cost. 

"If the professionals, other than 
j the scientific trainers who watch 
over the physical condition of the 
athletes, were let go, if the ama- 
teur coaches— the college grad- 
uates — were sent about the serious 
business for which their collegiate 
education supposedly fits them, 
land if the development of the uni- 
versity crews, elevens and nines 
were left to the undergraduates, 
primarily to the various team 
captains, a large part of the evils 
in college athletics would disap- 
pear. * * * The hope nf col- 
lege amateurism is in the awaken- 
ing of a spirit of true sport — fair 
play, and sport for sport's sake."
